DRINK MARBLE DUST PRODUCT. 

Thousands of Tons of the Stone 

Used for Making Carbonic Acid Gas 

for Charging Soda Water. 

[Nationa] Magazine:] Modern eclec- 
tricity has furnished an important 
outiet for marble. All of the ewitch- 
beards for the Westinghouse and 
General Electric Companies are fin- 
ished in Vermont marble. It is the 
best non-conductor of all stone. To- 
day marble is being used more fhan 
ever, both for permanency and taste- 
ful decoration, and whereas formerly 
Italian marble was considered indis- 
pensable for fine work, it has been 
largely superseded by the output of 
the Vermont hills. 

The sawing and surfacing of the 
marble is largely done by sand. At 
the Proctor milis the sand is cgrried 
over the mountain two and a half 
miles by an endless chain of aerial 
buckets, transporting ninety buckets 
an hour, which are automatically 
dumped into big receiving bina. The 
huge blocks of marble are sawed into 
sections of various thickness by bands 
of soft steel passing back and forth 
with flowing water to carry the sands 
beneath the blade, which acts as teeth 
te the saw. A large circular saw 
used in cutting special blocks is op-

EXPORTS OF FRUIT PRODUCTS. 


Dargest Demand Is for Appice and 
Oranges, bat of Dried Fruit Apri- 
cots and Prunes Have the Dead. 
[Washington Star:] Statisticians 
working under the direction of O. P. 
Austin, chief of the division of sta- 


tistics of the United States Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 
have just completed tables which 
show that the countries of Burope are 
drawing more heavily each year on 
the orchards of the United States for 
cholce fruit, and that during the fiscal 
year ending June 30 the value of fruit 
orts waa more than $36,000,000. 
ie ie an increase in the export 
fruit business of exactly 100 per cent. 
in ten years. The value of fruit sent 
abroad in 1903 was approximately 
$18,000,000. The increase in the quan- 
tity of frulte sent abroad has not 
shown such a high percentage as the 
gain in values. American fruit is be- 
ing constantly improved in quality and 
is commanding constantly increased 
prices on foreign markets. 
and ripe apples continue to 
be the most popular,American fruit. 
The United Kingdom has used during 
the year just closed more than 1,3060,- 
000 barrels, valued at more than $5,- 
000,000; Germany nearly 300,000 bar- 
rela, valued at $1,000,000, and other 
countries 660,000 barrels, valued at 
$1,638,000. 

Besides apples, oranges are the only 
Am fruit for which there is con- 
siderable demand abroad. Canada 
uses more than 1,000,000 boxes, val- 
ued at nearly $3,000,000. The Unit 
Kingdom uses approximately 15,000 
boxes, valued at $50,000, and other 
countries call for more than 30,000 
boxes, valued at $68,000.

THE ALOOHOL LAW. 


An Attempt to Be Made to Change 
It So That Farmers May Use Their 


Waste Products, 
{Washington Star:] The jokers in 
the present denatured alcohol law, 


which has stood on the statute books 
for more than six years, were 
revealed to President Wilson by Sen- 
ator Lane of Oregon during the past 
week, following the introduction in 
the Senate of a new denatured al- 
cohol bill, which will repeal the old 
one and which will make it possible 
for the farmer to turn the waste 
products of the various crops into 
industrial aicohol. 

President Wilson is much interest- 
ed in the Oregon senator's discovery 
of the defects in the amended de- 
natured alcohol law of 1906, and not- 
withstanding the many demands on 
his time because of matters growing 
out of the special session of OCon- 
gress and the Mexican situation, he 
has requested the westerner to fur- 
nish him with a brief showing the 


need for a new law. In Huropean 
countries, larly Germany, the 
manufacture of industrial alcoho! 


from cull potatoes, cornstalks, waste 
fruits and vegetables is one of the 
most important features of the agri- 
cultural industry. 

The principal reason for the falil- 
ure of the present denatured alcohol 
law to benefit the farmers of the 
eountry i sthe oker in the amend- 
ment of 1907, which restricts the 
production of tax-free spirits to 100 
gallons per day, which is known to 
be too small an amount to permit 
its economical manufacture. The 
treasury regulations governing the 
administration of the law are also 
claimed to be burdensome, entailing 
so much expense for inspection of the 
denatured alcohol as to make the 
cost of the product prohibitive. 

Since the defects in the present 
industrial alcohol law were explained 
in this paper several weeks ago, « 
number of members and representa- 
tives of farmers granges have writ- 
ten or called on Semator Lane and 
assured him that the enactment of a 
denatured alcohol law which will 
operate for the benefit of the farmer 
will aasist the development of agri- 
culture in this country more than 
any other piece of legisiation. Sev- 
eral members in the House of Repre- 
Sentatives are also interested in the 
proposal to repeal the present law 
and enact a new one.

should also grant an alcohol bounty, 
this idea having come from Germany, 
where 5 or 6 cents per gallon is 
given by the vernment to encour- 
age ite manufacture.

feasibie, however, even if it is needed. 
A number of grange members be- 
eve that the manufacture of al- 
cohol is only of secondary consider- 
ation, and that the “mash” 
which it ie produced will 
as much as the alcohol as 
cattle.

OUSES TO FEND 
HER INTEGRITY. 


SLAYER OF HUSBAND TELLS WHY 
SHE KILLED DEAD. 


Sister-in-Law Opposes Petition to 
Administer Estate—Woman With . 
Several Spouses Gets Court to 
Settle Matrimonial Position—Order 
of Deer Sued. 


The petition of Mrs. Lea Delmon to 
administer the $8000 estate of her 
husband, Louis Delmon, whom she 
shot and killed last July because he 
tried to bully her into leading a life 
of shame, was bitterly opposed in 
Judge Myers’s court yesterday by her 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Louis Pons, who 
also applied for letters of administra- 
tion. 

A pitiful littie figure in black, who 
became animated when the wrong she 
had guffered at the hands of her hus- 
band swept over her, Mrs. Delmon was 
led to tell the story of her life from 
the day she met Delmon in San Fran- 
cisco until the night the fatal shot 
was fired. 

It was @ dramatic story, told with 
the fire of the French girl, and when 
under cross-examination she war 
asked what words Delmon had used 
which made her crazy, she repeated 
them and said: 

“That's why I killed him, if you 
want to know!” 

Again, when she was asked by At- 
torney Metcalf, counsel for Mre. Pons, 
whether she had been desirous of liv- 
ing with Delmon as his wife. Mrs. 
Delmon cried: 

“I asked nothing better; that’s why 
all the trouble came about.” Turning 
to her sister-in-law, she sobbed: 
“And nobody knows better than my 
sister-in-law.” 

In behalf of Mrs. Pons it was sought 
to show that the murder had bee 
premeditated and-committed with the 
view of Mrs. Delmon benefiting from 
the estate. The court allowed Met- 
calf to go tnto the question of Mra. 
Delmon'’s integrity. He held that 
Some proof of the murder without a 
conviction of murder did not justify 
him In ruling that Mrs. Delmon was 
incompetent to administrate her hus- 
band's estate. 

Since July last, Mrs. Delmon stat 
she has been earning a  tivelih 
by conducting @# rooming-house at No. 
511% North Main street. The only 
other witness yesterday was Moe. 
Delmon, mother of the deceased, who 
was asked as to her knowledge of the 
character of the house Mra. Delmon 
conducts. She replied that she .did 
not: Know. case was continued 
until Tuesday.

F HERE is one kind of wealth which prop- 
erly acquired comes very near defying 
the Scriptural definition and refuses to 

take wings, automobiles or any other kind 
of locomotion and make away with itself 
The investor who puts money into good real 
estate and gets an absolute title without 
lien or incumbrance thereon is sure always 
to have something. In a growing country 
like that by the Western Sea he is sure to 
have more than he puts in. In 1869 Hubert 
Howe Bancroft, the West Coast historian, 
bought twenty-five feet on Market street, 
San Francisco, by 100 feet in depth, for 
$20,000. There was a four-story frame 
building on the property worth at least 
$5000, making the cost of the realty about 
$1000 a foot. Before the fire that property 
could have been sold at about $8000, and 
today it is worth at least $10,000. That is, 
im about forty years the enhanced value 
amounts to 1000 per cent., or 25 per cent. a 
year, bringing in interest on the money in 
the meantime. At the end of the first half 
of the present century that property is likely 
to be worth $50,000 a front foot. Los An- 
geles offers even more tempting inducements 
to investors. 


| Oranges for Australia. 
ROM Visalia comes news of preparations 
to ship ten carloads of oranges from 
Tulare county to Australia. It is but a few 
years since San Francisco depended upon 


the South Seas for supplies of oranges, 


which came up from Tahiti. Parts of Aus- 
tralia may be made to produce oranges, and 
Tahiti is nearer that country than Califor- 
nia, But there is no other country in the 
world that produces merchantable oranges 
with capacity for long carrying every 
month In the year as is the case with Calli- 
fornia. Here is a vast advantage for the 
orange growers of the State. 


A Rich Valiey indeed. 

ALT RIVER VALLEY in Arizona is a 

region of vast agricultural wealth with 
a capacity of producing an unusual variety 
of high-priced crops. But it produces also 
the commoner kinds of farm products. The 
cereal crop of the valley this year is worth 
$1,000,000, the alfalfa crop worth $2,000,000. 
Cotton picking is now in progress in the val- 
ley from 3500 acres, which wil! yield prob- 
ably a bale an acre, 500 pounds per bale, 
and is worth more than 20 cents a pound. 
The bees of the valley bring their owners 
an income of $105,000, the shipments of 
honey amounting to thirty-five carloads. The 


to 20,000,000 pounds, and the wheat crop was 
still larger. From the valley are shipped 
the first apricots, the first grapes and 
peaches of the Southwest, and the oranges 
of the valley are of the finest quality. 


California's Mineral Wealth. 
ALIFORNIA owes the marvelous history 
of the half<entury of growth to the dis 

covery of gold at the tail-race of Sutter's 
Mill in the Sacramento Valley. The gold 
production of the State in one single year 
during the Civil War, when the government 
needed real money very badly, amounted to 
$60,000,000. The mines of the State are not 
exhausted yet. In fact, the year 1912 was 
the greatest in the mining history of the 
State, with a total value of $91,472,385. This 
was almost $1,000,000 more than the previous 
year, and $3,000,000 more than in 1910. Oil 
leads, with a production of 88,689,250 bar- 
rels, valued at $41,868,344. The gold was 
worth $19,713,478. The State is rich in bulld- 
ing stone and other building materials, the 
cement for the year gotten out being worth 
a little more than $6,000,000. The copper 
produced in California amounted in value to 
$5,638,049. 


For Schools and Roads. 

HE new policy of the Federal govern- 

ment in reserving forest areas and hand- 
ling the public lands seems to be working 
well. The California State Treasury re- 
ceived the other day from the Federal gov- 
ernment $74,541.55, which is 25 per cent. of 
the money received from the sale of timber 
lands in the National Forest Reserve for 
the fiscalsyear ended June 30 last. This divi- 
dend coming to the State is apportioned 
among the counties where the forest re- 
serves are, and is devoted to the support of 
the schools and the construction and main- 
tenance of highways.

$2,919,342,889. Among the counties, Sacra- 
mento drops from sixth place to seventh, 
changing with Fresno, in which county the 
valuation is $92,261,816. Los Angeles comes 
first of all the counties in the State, having 
a total property valuation of $804,111,796, or 
more than 25 per cent. of the value of the 
whole State. San Francisco falls far be- 
hind her southern rival, with a valuation of 
$624,182,130. These two great counties 
stand for about 50 per cent. of the value of 
the whole State. Los Angeles county is the 
richest county west of Cook in the State of 
Illinois, in which stands the city of Chicago. 


Roads and Growth, 

COMPANY is being organized with a 

capital of $3,000,000 to build about sev- 
enty miles of new railroad running from 
Holbrook on the Santa Fe southwest to 
Payson, Ariz., most of the way through a 
virgin forest. This new road will tap the 
Tonto Basin, from which great traffic in 
cattle exists. A second new railroad project 
backed by the El Paso, Southwestern and 
Rock Island Company is a line to run from 
Tucumeari, N. M., to San Antonio, Tex.

From the time of the Indian aborigines and 
on down to the earlier Colonial times, until 
the completion of the several trunk railroad 
lines: crossing the continent, the paths of 
travel and commerce have been as nearly 
due east and west as the topography of the 
country would allow. With the completion 
of the trunk lines, the building of branches 
or feeders to the trunks came into play, and 
this is what we are mostly engaged in now. 
Every such road marks growth of popula 
tion and development of wealth in the coun- 
try where the road-building is going on.

The Good Roads System. 
REAT was the enthusiasm when. three 
or four years ago, former Gov. Gillett 
the State to

highways in the whole State of California. 
The aim was to have the work completed as 
far as possible by 1915, when we are look- 
ing for an immense rush of visitors on the 
opening of the Panama Canal. An analyt- 
ical study of the situation shows that there 
is a great deal to be done still. To be sure. 
a touring car can run with comparative ease 
from San Diego to San Francisco as things 
are today, and with eighteen months before 
the exposition opens fairly a great deal more 
may be done. There are many good 
highways north of San Francisco, but that 
part of the State is not so well developed 
as the lower half. The county in California 
which shall be lacking in good roads three 
years from now is going to suffer great 
pecuniary loss immediately and more in the 
future. It is, therefore, incumbent upon the 
people of every county to go to work with 
ail energy and complete every mile of good 
road possible within the next eighteen 
months. The counties stand fairly pledged 
to spend $40,000,000 on the highways within 
the next few years, and every dollar spent 
within the eighteen months will be of more 
account than ten dollars spent after the 
show is over. 


The Eskimo Taboos. 

[V. Stefanssen, in Harper’s Magazine:] 
To illustrate one of the phases of the na 
tive religion of the Eskimos, we may con- 
sider the question of food taboos. In the 
mountains of Alaska, on the upper Kuvuk 
and Noatak rivers, and on the headwaters 


of the Colville, the prohibitions which ap- 
plied to the eating of the flesh of the moun- 
tain sheep alone were as extensive as the 
entire dietary section of the Mosaic law. 
A young girl, for instance, might eat only 
certain ribs, and when she was a little 
older she might eat certain other ribs; but 
when she was full grown she would for a 
time have to abstain from eating the ribs 
which had been allowed to her up to then. 
After a woman had had her first child she 
might eat certain other ribs, after her sec- 
ond child still others, and only after hav- 
ing five children might she eat all the 
ribs; but even then she must not eat the 
membranes on the inside of the ribs. If 
her child was sick she must not eat cer- 
tain ribs, and if two of her children were 
sick she might not eat certain other ribs. 
If her brother’s child was sick she might 
not eat certain portions, and if her broth- 
er’s wife died there were still different 
prohibitions. The taboos applying to the 
ribs of sheep had relation to the health of 
her children and of her relatives. They 
also depended upon what animals her rela- 
tives or herself had killed recently, and 
on whether those animals were male or fe- 
male. 


The Devil Dancers of Ceylon. 
Despite the advance of medical knowl- 
edge throughout India, says a writer in the 
October Wide World Magazine, .devil 
dancers are still called into requisi in 
many parts of Ceylon for curing all kinds 
of sickness. When a native is taken ill his 


relatives first apply medical treatment. If, 
after some days, this appears to be ineffec- 
tive, it is concluded that the sickness is 
one incapable of cure in this manner, but 
is caused by some inimical influence, and 
must therefore be due to either a glance of 
the evil eye, the action of a demon, or some 
evil planetary ,action. The soothsayer is 
then sent for, and*this worthy, after exam- 
ining the patient, names the demon or 
spirit responsible for the malady. An offer- 
ing is then made to the demon in the form 
of food, a coin, or a piece of cloth. Then 
follows the professional dance, carried out 
by the devil dancers. Two men clad in 
gorgeous garments and wearing strange 
headdresses and masks go through a num- 
ber of grotesque and extraordinary evolu- 
tions to the beating of the tomtoms, making 
weird noises the while. This is kept up 
for hours, sometimes all night, and is al- 
ways performed within sight of the sick 
person. In the complete ceremonies of the 
demon called Samni Yaka, who causes con- 
vulsions, severe toothache, headache, etc., 
no fewer than thirty-two different masks 
are worn in turn by the dancers. Curiously 
enough, observers state that these strange

Science and Witchcraft. 


RADUALLY, step by step, witchcraft

tific method of locating water, in the hands 
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dustry in California I was sent out by the 
managing editor of a morning paper in Los 
Angeles to study the situation and make 
an exhaustive report thereupon. “From 
morn till dewy eve a summer day” I 
tramped the dusty roads of the San Gabriel 
Valley and trudged through the heavy 
plowed ground of the orchards where the 
orange trees looked a good deal worse 
than the breaking up of the hardest winter 
that ever struck the Klondike under the 
devastation of this new predatory insect 
introduced into the States on some im- 
ported orange stock. That summer day I 
looked into the blanched faces of men who 
had gone through the Civil War and dared 
Death to do his worst on many a hard- 
fought field, and saw the tears stream 
down their faces as they gave utterance to 
their misgivings as to the possibility of 
saving all they had in the world invested 
in the orange groves. 

As the sun went down the western sky I 
sat upon the veranda of the house of an 
orange grower who had been a great law- 
yer in Los Angeles in the early days and 
Was then one of the largest orchardists in 
the State. Here I-found my first crumb of 
comfort. This grower, A. B. Chapman of 
the upper San Gabriel Valley, told me he 
had selected about twenty-five acres of his 
best trees, and by ‘pruning, fertilizing, 
thorough irrigation and spraying he 
had succeeded in keeping down, indeed in 
almost exterminating, the pest from that 
part of his grove. In answer to the query 
why he did not apply the same treatment 
to the rest of his orchard, the reply was 
that the grove embrated 200 acres, and 
it would require the executive ability and 
tireless brain of a Napoleon to fight the 
scale in an orchard of that extent. 

The citrus-fruit industry of Southern 
California was largely in the hands of men 
like Mr. Chapman. No average “clodhop- 
per” can be a successful citrus-fruit grower. 
The business calls for quite as abundant 
and quite as well-trained brains as any 
other industry in the country. It requires 
tireless energy, physical and mental, an 
analytical turn of mind applied with un- 
yielding tenacity in observing, studying 
and working out all the problems con- 
nected with the business. The mere

The man's enterprises are more than one 
ean count on the fingers of both hands. 
He is president of Chapman Brothers Com- 
pany, director in the Commercial National 
Bank of Los Angeles, in the Farmers and 
Merchants National Bank of Fullerton and 
of the San Francisco Life Insurance Com- 

With all these personal enterprises on 
hand, Mr. Chapman has found time to de- 
yote to the welfare of his fellow-men. He 
served for eight years as trustee of the 
State Normal School at San Diego, has 
served as trustee of Fullerton College and 
of Pomona College. He is a member of 
the Chicago Historical Society, of the 
American Academy of Political and Socia! 
Science, of the Union League and the Ath- 
letic Club of Los Angeles, is a Thirty-sec- 
ond Degree Mason, and a Shriner. He is 
also a devout and consistent Christian, and 
wherever the conventions of the Christian 
denomination are held Mr. Chapman is 
there with sound advice and an open purse. 
It may be said of him that the members 
of his church “hear him gladly.”

BAGGED UP LIKE CORN—CAN THE TREAS- 
URY BE ROBBED—HOW IT i STORED. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


HAVE spent today in Uncle Sam's cata- 

combs, They lie under the great De 

partment of the Treasury, twenty or 
thirty feet below the level of the White 
House, and 200 feet below the floors of the 
halls of Congress, where our statesmen sit 
and juggie with Uncle Sam's finances. | 
refer to the vaults in which Uncle Sam's 
money is kept, and where are stored away 
more real hard coin and valuable paper 
than in any other place upon earth, The 
vaults contain millions in gold and silver, 
and their coin and securities, all told, will 
run considerably over a billion. They 
have so many silver dollars that if you 
should load them upon four-horse wagons, 
and put the teams nose to tailboards, the 
train required to haul them would reach 
from New York to Cincinnati. The cur- 
rency alone runs high into the hundreds of 
millions. During my stay there today |! 
held a million dollars, in $10,000 notes. in 
my good right hand, and I saw $90,000,000 
more in three packages so small that ! 
could crowd thém into a half-bushel basket. 
You have all heard of the $500,000,000 
worth of Treasury notes which Secretary 
McAdoo, lifted up and shook in the face of 
the panic mongers of Wall street. They 
are all stored here, and there is one great 
vault, which is packed with them almost to 
bursting. 


I have called these vaults catacombs. 
The title fits the whole Treasury Depart- 
ment. The building is the personification 
of gloom. It looks like a tomb, and it 
would be a fine home for a suicide club. 
Long and equatty, with a massive roof and 
walls of gray granite many feet thick, it 
makes one think of a sarcophagus of the 
gods, and its surroundings are those of a 
cemetery. The Treasury Department lies 
in a hollow just across the street from the 
White House, whose gaiety is accentuated 
by its gloom. Its front yard is a pit, the 
walls of which are covered with ivy. The 
lawn itself is as smooth as velvet, but it 
takes a score of gravedigging gardeners to 
keep out the weeds. 

The Treasury itself is more dreary than 
any picture ever painted by Dante. As 
you look at the cavelike doors which lead 
into the basement you are reminded of the 
quotation of that poet engraved above his 
gates to hell: 


In the second and third stories the win- 
dows are cleaner, but they are deep-set 
and gloomy. Entering the building you 
find the interior quite as depressing. The 
narrow corridors are so dark that they 
have to be lighted by electricity through- 
out the day. The lower passageways make 
you feel as though you were in a burial 
vault, and when the doors silently open 
you shudder at the thought of the coffins 
which one feels must be piled up within. 
It is the same throughout the building from 
‘the basement to the attic, and it is only the 
south rooms on the second floor, where Sec- 
retary McAdoo has his offices, that are at

I shiver when I think of the job. When 
Mr. McAdoo first came, Treasurer Burke, 
Uncle Sam's new watchdog who lies at the 
doors of the vaults and takes charge of the 
moneys, wrote out a receipt for the sums 
then on hand. That receipt gives some 
idea of the responsibilities of Secretary 
McAdoo. It. represents the largest sum 
ever taken over by mortal man at one sin- 
gle time. It represents almost $1,500,000,- 
051.48 2-3. Yes, two-thirds. ‘The money | 
was figured out to the thirds of a cent, and 
Secretary McAdoo has to make the ac- 
counts come even to the smallest fraction. 
Do you wonder that such work preyed upon 
the minds of his predecessors? 

Have you any idea how much fifteen hun- 
dred million dollars means? It represents 
more than one-tenth of all the money 
value of all the gold taken out of all the 


urer Spinner at the close of the Civil War, 
and since then he has been one of the con- 
fidential clerks in charge of Uncle Sam's 
treasures. He carries one of the keys to 
the vaults, and lie alone knows the combi- 
nation. Cashier Semple carries another 
to a different lock, and the two have to 
work together in order to open any one of 
the doors. 

The first vault I looked at contained 
$111,000,000, enough to give every man, 
woman and child in the United States a sil- 
ver dollar and leave ten or twenty millions 
to spare. The door to it weighs six tons, 
but it is so carefully balanced that a boy 
could swing it back when the combinations 
are properly made, and Maj. Quaiffe threw 
it open with one hand. The vault itself is 
about as large as a good-sized garden 
patch. It covers one-fourth of an acre and 
from floor to top is just twelve feet high. 
It is a great cage of stee)] bars riveted to 
gether with red-hot rivets, which were 
pounded to place. The bars cross like a 
lattice-work, with hundreds of diamond. 
shaped eyeholes, through which you can 
look and see the vast treasures stored 
within. It bulges out at the sides, and at 


Much of the gold is not stored away here | 
at the Treasury Department. It is kept at 


New York, Denver or San Francisco, where 
it lies in the vaults of the sub-treasuries 
and in those of the mints in tons of golden 
bricks ready for coinage at a moment's no- 
tice. The gold in the Treasury proper is 
not in bullion. It is only a bagatelle of a 
few million dollars, and these millions are 
mostly in the shape of eagles and double 
eagles. I saw a little box of them in the 
cash vault this afternoon. It was made of 
steel, and seemed to be only for show. It 
was not bigger than a cigar box, and still it 
contained 500 double eagles. I took both 
hands and raised it from the table It 
weighed thirty-eight pounds, and you could 
have put its contents into a one-quart meas- 
ure. Still, its value was $10,000. That 
will chow you how heavy the precious 
metal is. I can hold a thousand dollars in 
loose gold coins in one hand, and that 
amount of money weighs just about four 
pounds. At the same time I lifted notes, 
each of which was lighter than the small- 
est feather on a pigeon’s tail, whose de 
nomination was $10,000, and held up a bun- 
die of them, no thicker than a euchre deck, 
and so small that you could put it in an offi- 
cial envelope, which was worth a million 
dollars, and which would pass for that in 
almost any bank upon this big round carth. 


But | want to take you down into the 
catacombs. To get there I was passed 
from the office of Secretary McAdoo to 
that of the Treasurer of the United States, 
John Burke, and from him to the cashier, 
James A. Semple, who has charge of the 
cash Uncle Sam keeps on hand. He is 
now carrying a balance of over $165,000,000, 
and millions go in and out every day. He 
has charge of the vaults as well as the 
cash, and his office, which is lined with 
marble from the four quarters of the 
world, looks like a bank. There are great 
vaults on the same floor in which the ready 
money is kept, and we passed through 
these on our way to the little elevator, not 
more than four feet square which dropped 
us down into the cave of Aladdin. Maj.

Cashier Semple tells me this is not so. The 
money is so carefully piled that it would 
remain in place if there were no walls to 
hold it. The inner walis of the vault are 
backed with boxes not much larger than 
that used by a bootblack when he shines 
your shoes. 

There are two rows of these boxes ris- 
ing from the floor almost to the roof and 
running clear around the inside of the 
vault. Each box contains two bags of sil- 
ver dollars, just like the thousands of bags 
which lie within. The money is all stored 
in bags of white canvas. Each bag will 
hold about a peck and it contains just 1000 
silver dollars. The bags are about as large 
as those with which boys go chestnutting, 
and as they lie there in the vault they look 
for all the world like so many little bags 
of wheat. Each bag has a seal upon it, and 
it would be impossible to get at the money 
without breaking the seal.

The vault was set with a 
time lock and the usual hour was 8:36 a.m. 
On this occasion something seemed to be 
wrong with the mechanism. The steel 
doors remained closed. Nine o'clock ar- 
rived and still the money was locked up. 
Men came to the tellers’ windows and 
there was no money to pay them. Then 
experts were hurriedly sent for. They got 
out their tools and prepared to open the 
vault, but before they could do so the door 
opened of its own accord. By accident 
the lock had been set for 9:30 instead of 
8:30 as usual. 

But I am getting away from Uncle Sam's 
catacombs. I want to tell you about this 
$500,000,000 in bank notes which Uncle 
Sam has ready in case of a panic. It is 
now several years since they were stored 
away, and when they were made a brand- 
new vault was made for them. This is 
nothing like the big silver vault which I 
have described. It is more like a safety 
deposit establishment. It is a two-story 
structure furnished with steel racks. The 
interior walis are of Harveyizsed stee! half 


an inch thick and outside them are walls 


of masonry and cemetit more than two feet 
in thickness. Between the masonry and 
the shell of steel is a mat of closely-woven 
steel wires, each of which is charged with 
electricity, so that if one of them should 
be touched with an awl or a bit or a dyna- 
mite pump an alarm would go off in a part 
of the building nearby where the watch- 
men are always on guard. Connected with 
this electrical apparatus is a buzzer which 
goes off every quarter of an hour inside 
the vault. If the buzzer does not work it 
is Known outside and the watchman would 
be notified. 

The door to this vault weighs a ton more 
than the one which opens the silver vault, 
and it has four combinations instead of 
two. There are two men who know two 
of the combinations and two others who 
know the other two, so to open the vault 
at any time at least two persons must be 
present. The door has also a time lock, 
and according to schedule it must not be 
opened before %:45 every morning and 
must be closed at 5 every night. ) 


But how about the money in “the vault? 
It is all there, | can tell you, and the whole 
$500,000,000 can be issued upon a moment's 
notice. When the bill making it was 
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passed—i think it was in 1908—it was re. 
quired that the notes be ready for circula- 
tion within thirty days. It was therefore 
a rush job. The printing had to be care. 
fully done, but they started by turning out 
something like $2,000,000 a day. A week 
later they were turning out $4,000,000 a 
day and the speed increased up to the time 
that the job was completed. The cost of 
making the $500,000,000 was $255,000, And 
it required 15,000,000 sheets, four notes to 
the sheet, to print the whole issue, Seven 
million sheets contained three notes of 
$10 and one note of $20 each, and there 
were 7,500,000 sheets devoted to $5 notes. 
There were 400;000 sheets, which contained 
notes of $50 and $100, and altogether they 
have made up the $500,000;000. 

I have shown you how our $111,000,000 
in silver in the big vault weighs less than 
6000 tons. I am told that the whole 
amount of this $500,000,000 in paper weighs 
just about 100 tons, a thousand sheets on 
which the four bills are printed weighing 
exactly twelve pounds. The value of the 
bill is, of course, a matter of the de- 
nomination. A $10,000 bill weighs no more 
than a $1 bill, and the receipt which Treas- 
urer Burke gave for almost a billion and a

“POETRY OF ANGLING.” 


F ALL angling, the gentle art of trout 
¢ fishing, it seems to me, has the widest 

appeal. And this I say, well knowing 
the fascination in fighting the yellowtail, 
the tuna, and the tiger amid a 
turquoise sea; in trolling for the fierce 
bluefish in the green Atlantic and the gay 
Spanish mackerel in the azure Gulf Stream; 
in bringing to boat the silvery tarpon; in 
casting far across lily-pad lake for the 
gamy bass, and in matching strength and 
tackle against the pirate muskellunge. 

But the trout—ah, the mountain trout of 
the Sierras and of the Rockies. They fur- 
nish the very poetry of angling. 

How many thousand trout are caught an- 
nually, in California, who may guess? And 
who may care, so long as the instructions 
of the law are obeyed? The results lie not 
in numbers: the results must be sought 
in the hours of open air added to the other 
hours which make up the routine of life; in 
the tan and the freckles and tie expanded 
lungs; and in the many new mind-pictures 
that form a tonic through a year to come. 

The true trout fisher is a nature lover, 
for the home of the western trout is a re- 
gion of stream and mountain, ever varying 
and ever beautiful This combination is 
what gives to trout fishing its peculiar, in- 
dividual charm. A lake is limited; the 
shore line once known is known forever. 
The ocean is water. But the mountain 
stream changes with every rod, it is never 
the same, and it presents, constantly, from 
day to day, fresh problems and fresh fan- 
cies. 

Therefore almost anyone can enjoy trout 
fishing, even if he (or she) lands never a 
tangible trophy in his basket. For the 
chief pleasure and recompense inthis 
angling consist not in the catch, but in 
the trying, and in the aftermath. That per- 
son who sallies forth with mind entirely 
set upon the fish that he will bring home 
misses his perfect day. 

The easterner, who has fished the New 
England brooks asd the Maine pools, has 
much to learn when he tackles the moun- 
: tain trout in the West. We have, out here, 

the same species; for the eastern brook 
trout takes kimdly to western environ- 
ments. Indeed, he does better here than 
there, and the German brown trout seems 
also to thrive. But the.cold water and the 
clearness of it change their characteris- 
tics: they are as if imbued with a greater 
keenness. 

So I have fished a mountain stream in 
comradeship with an experienced eastern 
angler. We used the same variety of flies, 
>the stream was strange to either of us; he 
was perhaps the better caster; and yet my, 
fortune was five fish to his one. Yes, be 
was a very pretty caster; but the final fact 
that he could show only three fish to my 
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east of Ala 
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fifteen was due to the primary fact that he 
depended upon casting more than upon 
caution. 

The trout is no fool; and the western 
speckled trout has advantages which ren- 
der him wiser than his cousins of the East. 
Through the clear water of his sparkling 
habitat he can see out much easier than we 
can see in; and it does not take him long 
to recognize the figure of the angler upon 
the bank. , 

Once he does glimpse with his bright 
eye hostile token looming above his baili- 
wick, the fisherman or fisherwoman may 
as well pass on. Here is one trout not to 
be fooled. And this particular wrinkle 
must be learned by the eastern expert. 

The majority of us begin, I believe, by 
fishing downstream, because that is the 


easiest. We graduate into fishing up- 
stream. In fishing downstream there are 
several conveniences, chiefly physical. It 


is less laborious, since we are wading with 
the current. We do not need to cast so 
often, since the current carries the fly and 
keeps the line taut. Indeed, many success- 
ful trout anglers prefer to fish down- 
stream; they use a long line, thus main- 
tain.ng the fly at such a distance ahead 
that the waiting trout are not alarmed by 
the human approach. 


The stream fish, such as trout, almost al- 
ways lie with their noses upstream, in or- 


Whether sound is more readily carried 
downstream than upstream, may be a 
mooted question; and the same doubt ap 
plies to vibration, in case that it is vibra- 
tion and not sound which alarms fish. But 
the gravel, and the possible figure limned 
against the sky, are potent matters, work- 
ing for weal or woe. 

In upstream fishing the angler must con- 
tend with the current—which sometimes is 
a nuisance. His casts must be short and 
many, for the same current instantly floats 
his fly back toward him, slackening his 
line. On the other hand, his approach is 
apt to be unnoted by the fish until after 
they have been given a good chance at the 
fly, and with his short line the strikes are 
readily met. There is little lost motion. 

However, herein, amid these two meth- 
ods of fishing a trout stream, are to be 
found the problems which make trouting 
such a fascination to the sportsman. 
There are no absolute rules except the rule 
of caution. The stream is rife with curves 
and poole and eddies. The current fre 
quently reverses—and the trout reverse 
with it. Those along one bank will be 
lying with their noses to the north, say; 
those along the opposite bank will be lying 
with their noses to the south, or east, or 
west. The sun must be taken into con- 
sideration. If one fishes against it, the 
shine on the ripples dazzles one’s eyes; if 
one fishes with it, one’s shadow is to be 
watched, lest it herald before. So the 
canny angler, progressing, needs ever pause 
and figure; he must figure, as in a chess 
game, v hat his opponent the trout is doing, 
and what he himself should do. 

If he will not stop for this pleasure he 
may indeed still catch a goodly mess, but 
he misses the secret of a successful day. 
To outwit one trout who in an eddy of baf- 
fling nature is monarch of all he surveys 
contains more real satisfaction and achieve- 
ment than to yank a dozen from a plain 
vantage. 

Not all trout fishing is to be done from 
the stream. Stream wading of course does 
alarm the fish, as the hobnailed boots plash 
and stumble by. The proper angler will 
wade slowly (haste in trout fishing makes 
a day lean in basket and lean in memories) 
and with eye to the future for himself and 
for other anglers will avoid invading pools 
and likely rifles. There are- occasions 
when better approach can be made from 
the bank—and here also let him tread cau- 
tiously and lightly. The trout stream par 
excellence is one, say, thirty yards wide, 
and readily fordable, so that the fisherman 
or fisherwoman, wading the middie can 
cast to either bank, and can cross and re- 
cross at will, to skirmish for pools and 
bends. The majority of mountain streams 
proffer this adaptability. 

The trout angler is a fly fisherman. 
Some of us use spinners—and particularly 
if we come from the Hast we use spinners. 
Now and then the spinner is deadly, but to 
the fly fisherman the spinner is not sport. 
Besides, the water of the western mountain 
streams is apt to be over-clear for effective 
spinner work; the lure shows its im- 
perfections—and, as I say, the western 
trout is educated to a wariness beyond ordi- 
nary reputation. The swift current, also, 
aborts the casts. 

Some of us use bait; and when the water 
is muddled by melting snow or by rain the 
worm will bring meat to pot quicker than 
anything else Will. For clear water the 
grasshopper will always be the favorite 
bait; he may be sunk or floated. Aye, and 
I have caught trout with a bit of red or 
white flannel—in turbid pools. Moreover, 
there are times, as early in the spring, 
when the trout lie deep and much feed is 
being washed down; and late in the sea- 
son, when feed is scarcer but when the 
big fellows have been edged by the sum- 
mer’s campaign and owing to the warmth 
are hugging the bottoms in the dark holes, 
when the hopper is about the only lure of 
practical value. But the use of the fly is 
as the squeeze to the kiss, and as the 
cheese to the pie. 

To select the flies is itself an element of 
much interest. Angling stories galore

trout, there is a spirit of adventure and 
hazard in changing off and testing still an- 
other fly, to see what it will do. Of course, 
as all trout fishers know, after a trout has 
persistently disdained fly after fly, he may 
suddenly be provoked into action by an 
abrupt switch to the most outlandish of all 
the flies in the book. For he is so capri- 
cious that he is due to pick up a crooked 
stick, at least. 


Nevertheless, the most experienced trout 
angler within my acquaintance, who has 
fished mountain streams of the West dur- 
ing fifty years, uses only two files: the 
coachman and the red ant—and these on a 
No. 4 hook, at that! He never changes; 
not for time, season nor water. So we 
may believe that in fishing it is the man 
behind the reel, just as in shooting it is 
the man behind the gun. But it seems to 
me that he misses a lot of fun. He misses 
the gambler’s chance-it. After playing the 
red a while, there is a mild excitement in 
tempting fortune by playing the black. 
This may not be good angler sense, but it 
accords nicely with the varying character- 
istics of the mountain stream, where every 
move is a new one and every step reveals 
new scenery. Moreover, no human mind 
may foresee what a trout is going to do. 

The beginner in mountain-trout fishing 
has much to learn. The trout is creature 
to no set rules, but he has general habits. 
For instance, in my experience, supported 
by experience of others, the rainbow and 
the “native” Rocky Mountain trout (termed 
also the “cutthroat,”) lie out in the riffles 
to feed, and sometimes will be where the 
water scarcely covers their back. The 
eastern brook trout, imported into the 
mountain West, appears to choose the dark 
places, by overhanging banks, and is fond 
of the mouths of irrigating ditches. The 
largest brook trout I have caught (weigh- 
ing almost two pounds, for they grow large 
in the West) I struck several feet inside 
the mouth of an irrigating ditch which had 
not been screened as it should have been: 


An attractive pool is likely to be pre 
empted by one or two big trout, who He 
in wait at its foot or head and gobble all 
the incoming food, including small breth 
ren and sisters. Another trout with any 
pretension is promptly chased out. So 
such pools should be fished from the head 
down, in order to give the big trou" the 
first chance. He will make the rush, and 
the lesser fry, if any, will yield in a hurry. 
To cast in behind him, and thus risk catch- 
ing a foolish juvenile, may by the flurry 
lose you the monarch. By the same token, 
if a small trout or two strike, it is of little 
use to expect a big one; and if a good big 
one is pulled out, it is of little use to ex- 
pect here some smaller ones. The wise 
angler wfll pass on. He has temporarily 
queered the pool. 

Nevertheless, to the western trout angler 
there is no Hoyle, and hard and fast rules 
cannot be made binding. To instance: 
The mountain trout is presumed, by stu- 
dents of him, to feed chiefly from 8 to 10 
in the morning and from 4 in the afternoon 
on into the dusk. I have been out with 
anglers of experience who refused to wet 
their lines after 10 o'clock, or to tempt the 
afternoon before 4. It seems to be true 
that fly fishing for trout in the early morn- 
ing is apt to be a failure. He is not ready 
much before 8 But | recall a.stream in 
the high Sierras where from 12 noon to 2, 
on several days, I filled to overflowing a 
twenty-five-pound basket—a feat which, 
sooth to say, did not, after all, convince 
the stay-at-home. Panfish, these noontide 
victims, ranging from half a pound to a 
pound; and at the cabin we wasted never 
aone. Yet even the eating was not proof, 
to the stay-at-homes, of the futility of hu- 
man reasoning when applied to trout. 

The wise follower of the mountain-trout 
stream travels slowly. By this he fills his 
basket and his memory. I ask no easier ri- 
val on a stream than the man who fishes in 
a hurry. There is a keen joy and satisfac 
tion in trailing along at goodly distance be- 
hind and picking out the trout that he has 
missed. Such an angler fishes spasmod- 
ically, casting to the most likely spots, 
which intrude upon his hasty eye. He 
skims and scurries on. The nervous line 
communicates its nervousness to the trout:

When combined with 
great breadth between the ears it produces 
the anarchist. The affections, the domestic 
instincts, the sex emotions, indicate their 
presence in the back of the head. When 
the upper back portion of the head is flat, 
the man will not be a responsible provider 
for his family, the woman will not be do- 
mestic. 

It is true that pretenders have brought 
this wonderful science into disrepute. It is 
true, too, that it is so subtle and complex 
as to discourage other scientists. But it 
works out every time like a mathematical 
problem, and it proves itself.

Paroxysmal Effort. 
PERSISTENT IMPROVEMENT 


TO BE PREFERRED. 

N THE opening day of the present 

month a light shower suggested the 

nearness of the season when the av- 
erage citizen suffers a paroxysm of civic 
pride. The dictionary gives one definition 
of the word paroxysm as: “Any sudden 
violent action,” which phrase aptly and 
more or less accurately describes the an- 
hual “clean-up campaign” of too many 
home owners. Such work may be likened 
to that of the Sunday Christian who for 
six days each week has for his secret 
motto: “Let us prey” and on thé seventh 
only publicly prays. 

The proper civic or Christian spirit takes 
ho note of time or seasons, but is always 
up and doing what little he may to con- 
tribute toward the betterment of the world, 
his fellow-man, and his surroundings. 
That place or neighborhood is not well-kept 
that is cleaned up but once ch year, no 
matter how much time or money is spent 
nor how great a change is wrought in ap 
pearances. It is the modest, persistent 
effort that accomplishes all good, and peri- 
odic or spasmodic campaigns are seldom 
productive of desirable permanent results. 
There is some excuse for those of the 
snow-bound East who are dependent upon 
King Sol to dissipate frost and its attend- 
ant ground cover of white, but in our land 
of perpetual summer we should perpetu- 
ally be putting things in order and thus 
prove ourselves consistently in harmony 
with the natural advantages of the glori- 
ous land in which we live. 

Cleaning streets and sidewalks, alleys, 
vacant lots, private premises and civic im- 
provement should not be made special occa- 
sions nor should it be necessary to set 
aside special days designated for such 
purposes. There is not proper balance or 
‘solidarity in citizenship that responds only 
to special occasions when “everybody's do- 
ing it, doing it.” Every community needs, 
and should have a live improvement soci- 
ety that has the best interests of the city, 
town, section or neighborhood at heart. 
Keep it alive at all seasons. It may be 

— necessary to arouse a little rivalry at 
times or taunt some one in order to start 
some commendable work, and while this 
of itself may be spasmodic the general 
work of the organization need not be of 
the same unstable class. A few zealous, 
tireless patriots have finally brought about 
every desirable reform the world has 
known. Do not be discouraged; the con- 
stant fall of water, though but a drop at a 
time, will wear away the hardest stone. 
The world’s greatest fortunes have been 
amassed by putting away, in the beginning, 
but a dollar at a time. The power of do- 
ing things grows with accomplishment and 
bigger and better things are possible, and 
probable, as you progress. This is as true 

, of civic improvement as any other line of 
effort. If nothing has yet been done in 
your neighborhood, the time to start is 
now. 


Necessity of Street Trees and Parkings. 


N CITIES the range of vision seldom as- 

cends beyond the first story of the build- 
ings aligning our streets. It is therefore 
evident that many people, if confined night 
and day to commercial centers, would not 
see even the little smack of nature af- 
forded by a study of or casual look at the 
sky. We must, then, create natural scen- 
ery in the city or at least reproduce na- 
ture as far as lies in our power when cir- 
cumscribed by the demands of traffic and 
commerce. The country, its freedom and 
influences, must be forced upon otherwise 
purely artificial city scenes. This is pos 
sible only through smal! neighborhood 
parks, street trees and planted parkings, 
no matter how narrow and ribbon-like the 
latter may be. 


Framing the House Site.

Forward Strides. | 
DEVELOPMENT OF INDUSTRY 
BY SCIENTIFIC METHODS. 


{Boston Transcript:] That a business 
which had its beginnings in the very early 
days of this country, and which amounts to 
from $300,000,000 to $400,000,000 annually in 
the United States, should only recently have 
become the subject of scientific development 
seems odd, but this is true of the production 
of the egg. About 2,000,000,000 dozen eggs 
are gathered in this country each year. At 
an average price of 15 cents a dozen, these 
24,000,000,000 eggs are worth $300,000,000. 
Fifteen cents a dozen is low; probably the 
average is nearer 20 cents, which makes 
their value $400,000,000. There are more 
dozens of eggs for the hens of this nation 
to’ eackle over annually than there are 
oushels of any grain except corn for the 
speculators to manipulate the prices of— 
three times as many dozens of eggs as busb- 
els of wheat. 

The dollars represented by these eggs 
more than double those represented by all 
the orchard products of the country, and 
are seven or eight times as many as those 
paid for all the sugar we produce. They 
are worth four times as much as all the 
gold mined, three times as much as the 
copper, about the same as the iron and 
fully half as much as the coal. Their value 
is over twice that of any of the manu- 
factures except those of cotton and woolen 
goods. The tobacco raised in its home 
ryountry comes to about 25 per cent. of the 
value of the eggs laid. 

There are probably about 350,000,000 hens 
listributed over the forty-eight States and 
‘he number of females of laying age is estt- 
mated at 300,000,000. Their average pro-

The United States Secretary of Agricul- 
‘ure estimates the value of all poultry 
products raised in the land discovered by 
che man who first stood an egg on end at 
750,000,000.

Through all the years since the domestic 
hen of today first started its evolution out 
of Asiatic jungles, the egg type of hen and 
an eee standard have been left to guess- 
work and individual opinion. Of cows men 
have long known the dairy type, and in all 
of the creatures of the farm and the ranch 
the best utility type was established years 
ago—save only the hen. Poultry shows, 
where fanciers strive with each other to 
produce birds most nearly true to type in 
looks and outward characteristics, have 
multiplied into the hundreds in this coun- 
try, but time was when the poultry fancier 
who boasted of the number of eggs his 
birds could lay would not be listened to 
long enough to be laughed at. 

Science has made rapid strides since it 
gave its attention to the egg-layer, however. 
How to breed her for the highest utility, 
how to house her most advantageously for 
her and her owner, how to feed her to get 
results—these and many other homely mat- 
ters are receiving the same care as does 
any scientific problem of the day. The 
trap nest, into which a hen locks herself 
automatically when she enters, so that the 
egg she lays may be credited to her alone, 
is a most important factor in this study, and 
it is well established now that breeding and 
care are more important than breed or va 
riety in producing the highest utility strains. 

So rapidly has this subject come to the 
front that no agricultural college which pre- 
tends to do its full work is without a poul- 
try department. Nearly every one of the

Naturally it is from these experimental 
plants that the vital discoveries come which 
encourage the ultimate aim in all poultry 
keeping, utility—the proof that heavy egg 
laying qualities are transmitted through the 
males from a mother with a laying record 
rather than through her hen chicks, the dis- 
covery of the bacillus which causes a dis- 
ease known as white diarrhoea in chicks, a 
disease which struck at the roots of the 
utility poultry business and seemed in a 
fair way to wipe it out, and the means of 
eradicating the bacteria, the origin of new 
breeds in which are combined more scien- 
tifically the qualities the poultryman re 
quires, and all the rest. 

Popular interest has kept pace with scien- 
tie investigation, also. The time is com- 
ing when a well-conducted newspaper wil) 
no more be without a poultry department 
in its Sunday edition than without @ base- 
ball page. Indeed, that time is just about

countrywide production would be 25,000,000 
dozen eggs, and the added value from $3,- 
750,000 to $5,000,000. Increase in the aver- 
age production and hens bred to lay in the 
winter would inevitably bring down the 
high cost of eggs, despite the best efforts 
of the cold storage manipulators. 

In the egg-laying competition theories, 
opinions, guesswork and beliefs based on 
experience of individual povfitrymen are 
tried out along scientific lines. Pens of 
five or ten birds, usually pullets, with one 
bird in reserve in case of the death of a 
contestant, are housed, fed and cared for 
with complete uniformity and have nothing 
to do for a year but lay eggs. Sometimes 
experiments are tried with different kinds 
of feed and feeding methods, but these are 
aside from the main idea of the affair. 

Contesting birds are deprived of the com- 
pany of males during the life of the com- 
petition, for science has made it clear that 
the sterile egg is by far the best egg. It 
keeps longest and tastes best and is most 
satisfactory all round. In this single dis- 
covery the value of the application of sci- 
ence to egg laying is established. The less 
desirable qualities of the fertile egg were 


of dollars a year! 

The year-long egg-laying competition, as 
now carried on, originated in Australia, but 
short contests, in which the competing hens 
remained at home and only their records 
were collected at a central point had been 
held by one or two poultry publications in 
this country, and about ten years ago Cor- 
nell University held such a contest for the 
period of twelve months, in which the aver- 
age production per hen was 129 eggs. 

The same year the competition on the 
lines which have since become standard 
was originated at Hawkesbury Agricultural 


the same record as the Cornell contest on 


the other plan, but in its second year a 
pen of six Silver Wyandottes—which is 
purely an American breed—laid the sur- 
prising total of 1308 eggs. 

Later, six months’ contests, and finally 
twelve months, were held in England, and 
one or two in Germany. It was not until 
the fall of 1911 that the first year-long com- 
petition began in this country, at Connecti 
cut Agricultural College at Storrs, and it 
was an international affair, with entries 
from Canada and England and many States. 
An English pen led most of the year, but 
five Pennsylvania White Leghorns finished 
first with a record of 1071 eggs in 365 days. 

This competition is now in its second 
year, as is another along similar lines at 
the Missouri State Poultry Experiment Sta- 
tion, which had Canadian and United States 
entries in its first year and now has an 
English entry. These English White Leg- 
horns are leading both the Connecticut and 
Missouri contests now and are far ahead 
of the other pens. 

There are other such competitions con- 
ducted by newspapers in Illinois and Ken- 
tucky and one by a poultry paper in Van- 
couver, B. C. Next year a Philadelphia 
newspaper will have one in Pennsylvania, 
and the plan is for such contests to be held 
in every State in the Union eventually, with 
a grand national affair for the leading 
strains. 

It was Dr. Rettger of Sheffield Scientific 
School at Yale who isolated the bacterium 
pullorum and proved that the so<alled 
while diarrhoea, which but lately had the 
whole poultry industry in this country at its 
mercy, was caused by it. This disease at- 
tacks chicks in their first few hours out of 
the shell, and when Dr. Rettger and Mr. 
Stoneburn, then professor of poultry hus- 
bandry at Connecticut College, got together 
in its investigation, the disease was in some 
cases carrying off 90 per cent. of chicks 
hatched in incubators: The average loss 
over the country from this trouble was fully 
50 per cent. of the chicks hatched, and this 
meant death to poultry raising. 

All manner of theories as to the cause of 
the trouble were extant, and the province 
of Ontario had appropriated $10,000 for in- 
vestigations by its leading poultry teacher. 
The poultrymen of the country sighed a 
great sigh of relief when the Rettger dis 
covery came out. 

Recently Prof. Kirkpatrick, now the hold- 
er of the poultry husbandry chair at Con- 
necticut College, and Dr. Rettger have gone 
a long step toward the extermination of 
this trouble in the announcement that sour 
milk is a specific against it. Dr. Metchni- 
koff's theory of introducing lactic acid ba- 
cilli into the digestive tract, to replace the 
putrefactive bacteria with beneficent flora, 
has been applied to this chick disease with 
most remarkable results, and science has 
shown the poultry grower how to raise the 
chicks his incubators hatch to egg layers. 

Science comes right down to plain busi- 
ness in the matter, too. The New Yorker 
must have white eggs. To a New England 
farm boy, early taught to find the brown 
eges richer and mofe “tasty,” this 
ridiculous, but in the New York market the 
white egg brings more per dozen than the 
brown. Boston will take the brown egg 
and Chicago accepts them mixed. Yet the 
New York market is the egg market of 
the country. 


Therefore, science comes along to perfect 
new breeds which will lay nothing but white 
eggs and still be good general-purpose fowls, 
by which is meant have stamina enough to 
lay a lot of eggs and be sufficiently well 
upholstered to make fairish eating after 
death. “Two new breeds have been origin- 
ated, by crossing different breeds and va- 
rieties and working out the undesirable 
traits, which will lay eggs of a uniform 
white -shell and lay enough of them to be 
profitable poultry to raise.

Excavations at Jericho. 

In the Journal of the German Palestine 
Society, Prof. Thiersch gives interesting 
particulars of further excavations carried 
out on the site of Jericho by Prof. Sellin. 

The chief work of the past year, he says, 
has been the laying bare of the great outer 
wall of the city, which is described as 
“something extraordinary, even in its pres- 
ent reduced state—something majestic and 
overwhelming.” The excavators found proof 
that this outer wall is Israelitish work. 

The inner wall, which is badly preserved, 
is the original Canaanitish defence, which 
fell to the blast of Joshua's trumpets. The 
outer wall is identified aa the work of Hiel, 
whose achievements are described in the 
First Book of Kings: “In his (Ahab’s) days 
did Hiel the Bethelite build Jericho: he 
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laid the foundation thereof in Abirnam, his 
first born; and set up the gates thereof in 
his youngest son Segub.” 

“One finds again in this work,” says Prof. 
Thiersch, “this man of resolute character, 
who did not shrink even from the sacrifice 
of his own flesh and blood.”

Verbal Messages. 


OR whatsoever purpose you go to the 

medium—your first visit—a strange 
feeling steals over you as you enter the 
presence of the one who, professedly, 
stands between you and the dead whom 
you seek, If, without questioning, you are 
told why you came, that it is a new expe- 
rience to you, and you are addressed by 
your full name, you think it strange. To 
your untutored mind the first door to the 
mysterious chamber has been opened. 

If you have written some questions and 
they are correctly answered without hav- 
ing been seen by the medium—or having 
been written on a padded block—you think 
it still more strange, unless, perhaps, in 
both cases you are wise enough to attrib- 
ute it to thought-transference. 

But when the medium tells you of some- 
thing which you “have never told a living 
soul,” then you are nonplused. 

When she (she is in the majority) tells 
you something of which you were not 
thinking at the time or, possibly, had com- 
pletely forgotten, you begin to be amazed 
at her wonderful power. 

But, when she tells you of something 
you never knew, but the truth of which is 
afterward verified, you are quite ready to 
espouse the cause, and another convert is 
added to the large circle of believers in 
spiritism. 

But wait a moment. Has she told you 
of that you never knew? Impossible. You 
may have no objective or conscious recol- 
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memory, and that its memory is ab 
solute—that everything you ever have 
heard or read or seen or sald or thought 
is registered therein; that the medium is 
in telepathic touch with your subjective 
mind, and can delve into that storehouse 
and bring forth those long-buried thoughts, 
and that she gets them directly from your 
own embodied spirit (of which the sub- 
jective mind is its mental agent) and not 
from the disembodied spirit of one who 
previously lived. In addition to the mes- 
sage purporting to come from the dead— 
the very one probably whom you seek—she 
may give you an accurate description of 
the departed. What does this signify? 
That she really saw the spirit of your 
friend? Not at all. She may have seen, 
subjectively, the mental image held by 
you, not consciously, necessarily. What- 
ever she saw, or thought she saw or said 
she saw was not a discarnate spirit. 
Supposing a medium gives you informa- 
tion concerning some transaction during 
the earthly career of one now in spirit- 
life, said transaction not being objectively 
known to you. Should we infer that the 
so-called message came from the departed 
spirit? An honest medium will tell you 
so; an honest medium will think so in con- 
sequence of the autosuggestion that all in- | 
formation comes from that source. But 
what are the facts? Whence came the 
purported message? The information 
came from the dead, it is true, but not 
after death. When the one now dead was 
living, the information was unconsciously 
communicated to your subjective mind, but 
was never elevated above the threshold of 
your normal consciousness. How did the 
medium get it? Telepathically from you— 
not from the dead, but from the living—the 
information, during all this time lying dor- 
mant in your subjective mind inasmuch 
as you were not sufficiently psychic to re 


ceive it. 


Tragic Deaths—Messages. 


UPPOSING you visit a medium in pri- 

vate or attend a seance and you are in- 
formed of the tragic death of a friend of 
which you have not heard. Having no ob- 
jective knowlédge of it you are greatly sur- 
prised when the medium reveals to you 
the minutest detail, claiming, of course, 
that the message is directly from your 
dead friend, when, in reality, the medium 
is merely receiving, telepathically, the in- 
formation lying latent in your subjective 
mind. How did you get it? Telepathically 
from your dying friend at the very moment 
of the tragedy. Do you want corrobora- 
tive testimony? In the “Phantasma of the 
Living” published by the Psychical Re 
search Society, 830 cases are cited, a large 
proportion being of such a nature as to 
furnish unmistakable evidence that dying 
persons make an effort to inform their 
friends and relatives of their condition, 
especially if there is any object to be 
gained by so doing. These messages lie 
latent in the subjective consciousness un- 
til revealed by a psychic or medium. 

This is what Dr. Hudson called “Tele 
pathy by Three.” The question hinges on 
this: Can information telepathically re- 
ceived be telepathically transmitted to a 
third person? “If it can,” says Dr. Hud- 
son, “spiritism, as a scientific proposition, 
has not a leg to stand upon; for not a case 
has yet been recorded that cannot be tele- 
pathically explained if that simple propo- 
sition is true. If it is not true, there must 
be a valid answer to the proposition; but 
that answer has never been attempted 
otherwise than by bare assertion, without 
argument, that ‘it is carrying telepathy too 
far.” On the other hand, if the proposition 
is true, spiritism, considered as a scientific 
proposition, is disposed of.” 

It will thus be seen that telepathy is a 
faculty belonging exclusively to the sub- 
jective mind, and in making this the 
means of information, | am in no way de 
tracting from the mediumistic power that

Circumventing Age. 


OLD AGE DEFERRED. By Dr. Arnold Lorand, 
Phy mn to the Bathe, Austria, 
A. Davis & Co.. Philadeiphia, Pa. 468 


pages. Price $2.50 net. 

HIS volume is uniform with the excel- 

lent book, “Health Through Rational 
Diet,” by the same author, reviewed in 
these columns a few weeks ago. 


From the author’s preface I quote the 
foliowing excerpt which gives a key to the 
solution from his viewpoint: “We need 
no longer grow old at 40 or 50; we may 
live to the age of 90 or 100 years, instead 
of dying at 60 or 70. All this can be 
brought about by the observance of certain 
hygienic measures, and by improving the 
functions of a certain few of the glandular 
structures in our body, provided incurable 
organic disorders have not already too 
gravely compromised one or more of our 
main organs.” 

The doctor lays great stress on the de- 
generation of the ductiess glands—gilands 
having internal secretions—the thyroid, 
the sexual glands, and the adrenals in 
particular. This part of the subject is not 
new, having been elaborately and exhaust- 
ively treated by a noted author of Phila- 
deiphia in his work on “Internal Secre- 
tions.”” However, it is ably handled. 


As to the treatment for the prevention of 
premature old age by the use of animal 
extracts there is much diversity of opinion, 
and as the question has been argued pro 
and con by abler minds than that of your 
humble servant, I shall pass by that por- 
tion of the book devoted to the arguments 
in its favor. There is no doubt, however, 
that the doctor’s conclusions are logical 
as to the effect of these ductiess glands in 
determining the physical and, in a meas- 
ure, the mental status of men and women 
of various ages. But we can well afford to 
pass this mooted question by because the 
book is full of good things worthy of our 
most careful consideration.

advantages of a Vegetarian Diet,” “The 
Dangers of a Too Abundant Meat Diet,” 
“The Hygiene of “Stimulants: 
Alcohol, Tea, Coffee, Cocoa, Tobacco,” 
“Hygiene of Sleep,” “Hygiene of the Mind” 

By living up to the hygienic principles 
inculcated by the learned doctor, hygienic 
conditions should surely follow. It is not 
enough to know, it is necessary that you 
should do. You should first know the doc- 
trine, then live the law. What you know 
today, you should do tomorrow, and the 
day after. 

I give herewith, such disconnected 
thoughts, gathered here and there, as may 
best appeal to the larger number of read- 
ers and be of sufficient incentive to stir 
them to action along lines of health and 
longevity : 

“There are three important organs which 
protect us against a condition of auto. 
intoxication—the kidneys, liver and thy- 
roid. The kidneys act by promptly elimi- 
nating such toxic products in the urine. 
The liver, also a gland with an internal se- 
cretion, is strongly antagonistic to intesti- 
nal poisons. The thyroid gland destroys 
those poisonous substances produced by 
the decomposition of proteid food; the thy- 
roid also influences the kidneys. In fact, 
the kidneys and liver are closely allied to 
the thyroid, and when this organ is degen- 
erated, the other two glands follow suit. 
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suffer greatly. ‘In fact,’ declared this 
woman, ‘poverty came as a blessing in dis- 
guise. Before this time all of us were con- 
stantly ailing. We ate too much and too 
often. Wie were great meat eaters, and 
stuffed with all kinds of rich foods and con- 
diments. The children were puny and col- 
orless. Look at them now——’ and she 
pushed forward a couple of little rascals as 


Mat-legged, red-cheeked and sturdy as one 


would care to see. ‘We are now much bet: 
ter circumstanced. But the children stick 
to the same diet as in the days of poverty, 
with a few elaborations of fruits and light 
puddings. It has been a revelation to me.’ 

“But this did not constitute the entire 
regime. The little woman did not allow her 
children to swelter in dirt, as many other 
children were allowed to do, during summer 
nights. She put them to bed in clean 
sheets, that had aired all day, after a cold 
bath, every night. She kept the windows 
open on cold nights, even if it was neces- 
sary to use clothing for extra coverings. She 
sent the children into the parks, going with 
them herself when she could. And she did 
many other things which demonstrated the 
uses of adversity—providing there is also in- 
telligence.” 


Effect of Shot Wounds on Nerves. 


Shot wounds and injuries of nerves 
afforded a wide field for study and obser- 
vation during the Civil War. The immedi- 
ate effect of shot injuries of nerves were 
pain—not generally felt locally, but at some 
point in the distribution of the nerve—in 
completely divided nerves; total loss of 
sensation in the parts supplied by it; shock 
more or less profound, proportionate to 
the refiex disturbance; and paralysis of 
motion and sensation, complete or partial. 
Of forty-eight cases of severe gunshot inju- 
ries of nerves, selected with a reference to 
the study of the immediate effects of inju- 
ries, it was found that by far the larger 
number felt, when shot, as though some one 
had struck them sharply with a stick, and 
that about one-third experienced no pain 
nor local shock when the ball entered. 
More rarely, the pain of the wound was 
dagger-like and intense, while a few, one in 
ten, were convinced for a moment that the 
injured limb had been shot away. In two 
instances of neck wounds the pain at the 
moment of wounding was intense, and was 
referred to the insertion of the deltoid 
muscle. 

In a case of shot wound of the leg the 
patient felt no pain, but had so vivid an im- 
pression of a wound in the other leg that 
he found it difficult at first to get rid of the 
erroneous idea. Every case of wound of 
nerve trunks in the legs fill instantly, and 
not one of the twelve reported lost con- 
sciousness; yet in gravity and in the size 
of the nerves injured there were among 
the worst cases. Of the remaining thirty- 
one, seven fell instantly, unconscious, but 
only one bled very largely. All of the 
seven were wounded in the neck, face or 
arms. Of the total number of arm cases 
(eighteen in all) two were of the class de- 
scribed as falling senseless. Of the re- 
mainder, two only fell, but with entire con- 
sciousness and in full possession of their 
senses; fourteen continued standing or 
walked away. Of the wounds of the lower 
neck or axilla, brachial plexus, or axilliary 
nerves, one fell senseless, four fell con- 
scious, and the remaining eight suffered no 
immediate fall. If then the fall with loss 
of consciousness be regarded as the most 
marked expression of the condition known 
as shock, we shall have some right to infer 
that it is most likely to be felt in wounds 
about the upper third of the body. 


Defective Parents—Norma! Children. 


{Current Opinion:] Nothing in the brief 
history of that newest of the sciences, 
eugenics, has been so baffling as the exist- 
ence of the intelligent children of feeble- 
minded parents. There are on record in- 


.| stances of boys and girls springing from a 


degenerate ancestry going back some gen- 
erations. Yet those boys and girls are 
sometimes very creditable specimens of 
humanity. The facts in their cases are not 
less puzzling than the splendid children re- 
sulting from the union of alcoholic parents 
who were studied at length by Dr. Kari 
Pearson a few years ago. 

Instances of this kind prompt Dr. Charlies 


B. Davenport of the Carnegie Institution to 
propound a theory on the transmission of 
feeble-mindedness of a kind, notes London 
Nature, very different from that suggested 
by himself and Dr. Weeks two years or so 
ago. According to Prof. Davenport’s ear- 
lier view, feeble-mindedness and epilepsy 
are both due to the absence of a “gametic”’ 
or hereditary factor, the presence of which 
is necessary for normal development. 
They are thus transmitted as a simple “re- 
cessive” or latent character which might 
appear in either or both of these forms. 

“The analysis of the later data, gives 
Statistical support to the conclusion abun- 
dantly justified from numerous other con- 
siderations, that feeble-mindedness is no 
elementary trait, but is_a legal or sociolog- 
ical, rather than a biological term. Feeble- 
mindedness is due to the absence now of 
one set of traits, now of.quite a different 
set. Only when both parents lack one or 
more of the same traits do the children all 
lack the traits. So, if the traits lacking in 
both parents are socially important, the 
children all lack socially important traits, 
1 @, are feeble-minded. If, on the other 
hand, the two parents lack different so- 
clally significant traits, so that each parent 
brings into the combination the traits that 
the other lacks, all of the children may be 
without serious lack and all pass for ‘nor- 
mal.”” 


Experimented on Queen Victoria. 


[New York Times:] A strange anecdote 
is related in the life of Lord Lister by Dr. 
G, T. Wrench, which has just been pub- 
lished in London. It seems that Lister 
actually used Queen Victoria as the first 
subject of one of his great experiments. 

Shortly after taking up the Chair of Sur- 
gery in Edinburgh, according to Dr. 
Wrench, Lister was called to Balmoral to 
operate on the Queen for an abscess. Dr. 
Wrench goes on to say: “The operation 
was successful. Lister put in a strip of 
carbolic lint to keep the wound open for 
drainage. But, unfortunately, the matter 
of the abscess did not come away properly, 
and the Queen was still feverish and in 
pain. 

“Lister, disturbed by this unfavorable 
course, walked alone in the gréunds of Bal- 
moral, a lonely walk being his custom when 
he had a difficult problem to solve. Dur- 
ing his cogitations it occurred to him that 
a piece of india-rubber tubing might form 
an excellent path of exit to the discharge 
of a wound. It is illustrative of Lister's 
bold faith in himself that, though his pa- 
tient was the highest lady in the land, he 
did not hesitate to make her the firat sub- 
ject of his experiment. 

“He returned from his walk, cut a piece 
of tubing from the spray apparatus, and 
soaked it all night in carbolic. In the 
morning he made use ofit. ... 

“The Queen made a rapid and complete 
recovery. Lister, confirmed by his royal 
experiment, adopted rubber drainage tubes 
as a part of his practice.” 


Heart Grows in Hard Exercise. 


[Dallas News:] Dr. Kulbs, a British 
physician, has been investigating the effect 
of strenuous exercise on the condition of 
the organs during growth and adoles- 
cence. Dogs were made to exercise on a 
treadmill during various periods, while 
their other animals of the same litters 
were Kept as “controls.” The result was 
considerable growth, especially of the heart 
and liver. Similar changes were found in 
young swine treated in the same way. The 
increase in the bulk of the muscle was not 
so great as that in the heart in dogs. Even 
working animals showed good, red marrow 
and the resting ones yellow, fatty marrow. 

The doctor asserts that the results of his 
experiments confirm what physiologists 
have taught, that exercise, especially in the 
young, exerts a beneficial influence not only 
on the skeletal muscles, but also on the 
internal organs. 

All animals living in a free condition in- 
duige in violent movements and hunting 
games when young. Thus, also, we find 
massive hearts in persons who have fol- 
lowed a strenuous calling, as compared 
with the hearts of those who have had a 
sedentary occupation.

UT on the East Whittier road, just at

a little brown bungalow, which suggests, to 
the initiated, a well-thumbed book resting 
on the capacious knee of nature.

A fine old man with a fine old name is 
John Roundtree, the hero of the little brown 
bungalow book, and when Whittierites with 
a penchant for thrills-by-proxy learn of his 
possibilities In the way of entertainment, it 
is probable that there will be a slump in 
the “season's-best-sellers” market. 

For Mr. Roundtree has wanderer’s blood 
in his veins, and a wealth of wanderer’s 
memories stored away in his heart, and 
he has lived more stories than Arnold Ben- 
nett, Marie Corelli and Nick Carter, com- 
bined, have ever written. Since his early 
manhood he has “roamed this earth so 
wide” and “salled the seas from rim to rim.” 
He has pitched his tent beneath the north- 
ern palm and the southern pine; for months 
at a time he has been rocked in the cradle 
ot the deep, and for months at a time pil- 
lowed his head upon Saharan sands. He 
bas been seasick on the Mediterranean, and 
just as woefully so on the back of a desert- 
going camel, and he will tell you all about 
it, with a legion of quaint phrases and an 
accent as rich as Devonshire cream. 

Mr. Roundtree was born in England near- 
ly eighty good years ago, and now, after a 
half-century of roaming, he has chosen 
Southern California as the happiest spot 
in which to write the closing chapters of 
hie life story. Ask him whether he finds 
more of charm here in the Southland than 
in the other spots to which his seven-league 
boots have carried him, and he will in- 
variably answer: “Bless ye, yes; why, to be 
sure, there’s as much difference between 
this and the other places I know as be 
tween St. Paul's Cathedral and a quarten 
loaf!” And close beside his chair the lit- 
tle old Scotch wife, as canny as ehe is kind- 
ly, will nod emphatic confirmation, 

About a year ago Mr. Roundtree suffered 
a slight stroke of paralysis, and when he 
had partially recovered was visited by a 
second attack. As a result he spends his 
days in a wheel chair, waited upon and 
companioned by the little Scotch wife, 
whose shoulders are bent and whose hands 
are knotted by the unaccustomed tasks 
which the past year has laid upon her, but 
whose eyes are as serene and whose smile 
as cheery as though the good old days of 
ease and youth and adventure still abided. 

Ensconsed in his invalid chair under the 
rose vine at his front door, Mr. Roundtree 
forms a wonderfully attractive frontispiece 
for the little brown bungalow-book. If he 
could rise to greet you, you would thstantly 
note his pleasing height and his breadth of 
shoulder, and the strength of his beloved 
hilis and the warmth of the California sun 
are reflected in his rugged face.

Christianizing the Eskimo. 

Writing in Harper’s Magazine for Octo- 
ber, V. Stefanssen tells some interesting 
anecdotes showing the difficulties of con- 
veying the true idea of Christianity to the 
Eskimo mind. 

We settled down to live with these Col- 
ville people, and commenced making prep- 
arations for the winter. The only thing 
to do was to catch fish. Now it seems 
that in Kotsebue Sound, where the Chris- 
tian doctrines of the Colville people had 
originated, fishing is by nets only. As fish- 
ing is practically the only work done there, 
the missionary had probably said to them: 
“Do not put out your fish nets on Sunday,” 
meaning thereby: “Do not work on Sun- 
day.” However that may be, the prohibi- 
tion came to our community in the form: 
“God has said you must not use fish nets 
on Sunday.” Accordingly, the entire com- 
munity pulled their fish nets out of the 
river Saturday night, fished with hooks all 
day Sunday, and put the nets back into the 
water Monday morning. 


The Water-makers’ Market. 

. Hebron, one of the oldest cities in Pales- 
tine, has always been famous for its Orien- 
tal water bottles, made of goatskins. Here, 
says a writer in the October Wide World 
Magazine, are to be found large tanneries 
where these receptacles are turned out by 
the thousand, the “water-makers’ market” 
being situated to the east of the ancient 
city. Lying upon the ground in rows may 
be seen between 200 and 300 goatskins 
awaiting purchasers. Each skin is in- 
flated, either with water or with air, so that 
the buyer may know it is perfectly water- 
tight. The majority of the skins used 
come from Arabia, while a large number 
are also received from the Lebanons. 
They are brought to Hebron by the camel 
caravans, and are purchased by the tan- 
neries and turned into bottles. They pass 
through many processes, and a tanner will 
spend a week upon a single skin before it 
is rendered water-tight and serviceable. 
From Hebron these odd “bottles” are sent 
to all parts of the East, thousands going 
down into Egypt and the Soudan every
